trained iu magic as Kellar and Herr- 
mann. Hn has refused fabulous sums 
which have been offered him to go be-- 
fora the public as a professional, pre- 
ferring a quiet, domestic life to any no- 
toriety he might gain as a magician. 


Mr. Arnold opened tho eyes of his 


•witnesses by what he calls a very sim- 
ple trick. Two new packs of cards be- 
longing to the club were produced. Ho 
had never soon theia before. 
Shuffling 


oiio deck, ho held it ont to one of the 
gentlernou present, saying: "Select a 
card from this pack and then return it, 
keeping the card in your mind. I will 
turn my back to. you as you make your 
selection, Ono of 'the other gentlemen 
will take tho second pack and throw it 
on the floor, Tho only card that will 
fall face upward will be the card se- 
lected by yon. I will not touch either 
one of tho decks." 


Tho card was selected, and the gentle- 


man threw tho second pack on the floor, 
the nine of diamonds being the only 
card that fell face upward. "That," ex- 
claimed Mr. Arnold, "is'the card you 
selected." 


A cheer greeted the announcement 


that that was correct. 


"Now, hero is a good one," said the 


entertainer. 
Pointing to Charles Yar- 


uall, ho continued* "Will yon kindly se- 
lect a card in your mind? Do not men- 
tion its name." 


When the selection was made, he pick- 


ed tip a pack, shuffled it carelessly, and 
walking over to tho wall threw the 
cards at a picture.

.WASHINGTON'S UlKTHJDATf. 


One hundred und sixlj-three } ears 


ago the immortal WitshinKton, the 
Fathor of his country, was born in 
Westmoreland county, Virginia. The 
territory comprising the United States 
was then a wilderness, unexplored by 
civilized man. He declined a position 
in tho British Navy when U years of 
nge, and studied surveying, which be 
niHtle hia profession 
Canada u»s 


then a i'l ench province, and Wa«-hing- 
ton, when 2.i years of age, was made 
Lieutenant-Colonel of ^regiment raited 
to prevent the French and their Indian 
hllies from devastating tiie American 
settlements on the Alleghauy and Ohio 
rivers. The Virginians, or provincial^ 
as thoy were called, wero joined by two 
regiments cf British regulars under 
Braddock, and Washington was so dis- 
pleased with the precedence enjoyed 
by the oflucors of the regular armj tint 
Le threw up his commission, but tend 
ered his services aa a volunteer to Gen- 
eral Braddock, who gladly accepted 
them, and after Braddook's defeat in 
1755, the duty of protecting the front- 
ier devolved upon Washington until 
the end of the war. He was a member 
of the House of Burgesses of Virginia 
during the whole perioJ of that war of 
legislation in England, and popular 
agitation in the colonies, which pre- 
ceded the .Revolution ami in 1774 he 
was a delegate to tho Continental Con- 
gress. In 1775, after the conflict be- 
tween the Amei leans and Bntisb at 
Ijexington and Concord, he was elected 
by Congress Commander-in-Cbief of 
the armies of the Revolution, which 
under the most trying difficulties ho 
led to viorory, displaying courage urn) 
skill in every conflict with the enemy. 
In 178:;, uftoi the British evauuatad 
Now York and the independence of the 
colonies wa^ established, he resigned 
his commission 
as 
Commander-la- 


Chief and retised to Mount Veruoii 
and became a farmer and planter. In 
1787 ho was a member of the convention 
which framed the Constitution aucl 
was unanimously elected president of 
the convention. Toe Constitution was 
not well received and had it not been 
for tho popularity of Washington it ib 
doubtful if it would have been ratitlud 
Ho was chosen President by unani- 
mous vote of the Electoral Colleges, 
and was inaugurated at New York 
Ajiiil 0,178!), public apathy having pio- 
ventod tho assembling of a quorum of 
Congress on March 4,. tho appointed 
time. In 1702 he was unanimously re- 
olecteJ, and at the close of his second 
terra, March 1, 1797, ho issued his 
"Farewell Address" and retired to 
Mount Vernon, where he died of acute 
laryngitis, resulting from a cold, De- 
cember 14,1799. 


The memory of Washington is re- 


vered not only in the United States, 
but by liberty-loving people every- 
where. To-day, the anniversary of his 
birth, is observed as a State and Na- 
tional holiday where ever the Stars and 
Stripes float, and the people, North, 
South, East and West, Union and Con- 
federate, pay respect to the memory of 
the man " who was first in war, first in 
peace, and flrst in tho hearts of his 
countrymen." 


erty holders to pay thirty or forty per 
cent more taxes than they do now and 
that the impetus given to business 
would increase taxable property so 
that in a few years taxation would be 
less than it is now. There are good 
grounds for this supposition, but it is 
certain that for a year at least after 
the Government took possession of the 
Central Pacific railroad, the rate of 
taxation for State and county purposes 
would have to be materially increased. 


A mOll-H ANDKIJ OUTRAGK. 


The bill to impoverish Washoe county 


is ouch a gross injustice that it is diffi- 
cult to conceive how men of sufficient 
intelligence to bo chosen to legislate 
for the people can sanction it. Stoiey 
county could not exist a year if 
tho Comstook mines closed down, even 
if the territoiy of which it seeks to de- 
spoil Wnshoe ia annexed to it. It 
Storey and Ormsby are too poor to 
maintain oeparate county governments 
why, in the name of common sense, do 
they not consolidate? Tt will not ben- 
efit either of them to any great extent 
to i-upoverish Washoe 
Not a member 


of tho Legislature waa elected to advo- 
cate such a proposition. No party in- 
timated in its plafform that it favored 
a change in county boundaries. Tbe 
people expressed no opinion on the 
subject. It'was an after thought which 
originated with Carson individuals, 
some of whom are feasting at tyie pub 
lie crib. There is not a member of the 
Legislature outside of Ormsby and 
Storey counties whose constituents 
approve of the measure. To say that it 
is a high-handed outrage is expressing 
it mildly. It should be defeated and it 
w'll be if there is honesty and integrity 
enough ID tho Legislature to prevent it 
receiving a constitutional majority.

Some of the San Francisco papers are 


discussing the effect of foreclosure of 
the Government mortgages on the sub- 
sidized railroads in Nevada, and think 
it would be followed by strange conse- 
quences. 
At the present time, they 


say, the population of Nevada is only 
44,000 and the difficulty of getting 
money to support a State Government 
has been felt for years. 
The Central 


Pacific pays about half the taxes col- 
lected in the State, and if the Govern- 
ment mortgage should be foreclosed, 
and the railroad passed into the hands 
of the United States, it could not be 
taxed for State purposes and other 
property would have to be assessed 
twice as much as it is now to carry o'n 
the State Government. 


The Sail Franuisoo Rulletm thinks 


that rather than double their payment 
for taxes Nevadans would elect to aban- 
don their State organization and seek 
annexation to Utah or California. As 
there ia no precedent for SHI h a step it 
is not easy to see what complications 
might arise. 


If the report of the State Controller 


of Nevada for 1894 is not misleading, 
the total net receipts into the State 
Treasury for 1894 were $360,850 30. Tho 
total assessed value of property in the 
State in 1894 was $23,628,720 40. The 
assessed value of the Central Pacific 
railroad for 1894 was $6,624,542 83. The 
total amount of State tax was $212,- 
658 40, of which the Central Pacific 
railroad paid $59,620 OD. If tho Central 
Pacific railroad is owned by the Gov- 
ernment the State will lose about SO 
per cent of its taxable property,aud, as 
a consequence,a like percentage of the 
revenue derived from the taxation of 
the property. 


The State government as at present 


organized cannot be maintained if it 
loses 30 per cent of its taxable property 
by reason of Government ownership of 
the Central Pacific railroad, unless the 
taxes are proportionately increased on 
the remaining 70 per cent, and the State 
would have to abandon its organization 
aud ask to bo annexed to Utah or Cali- 
fornia or partitioned among all the ad 
joining States and Territories, as the 
Noel bill proposes to dispose of Washoe 
county. 


It ia contended, however, that if the 


Government owned and ran the Oen< 
tral Pacific railroad, the reduction in 
transportation rates would enable prop-

Tliey Sroiv) .Another Great Victory Over 


The People, 


Carlisle, in explaining the Gold Trust 


conditions contained in the last 'bond 
on tract, stated that, "the banks bad 
he Government at their mercy, and the 
erras were the best that the Govern- 
ment could get." Under this contract 
jetween the Govern ment asd a few 
Sew York and London bankers, the 
jouds are to bedated February 1, 1895, 
and the bondholders are allowed sev- 
eral months before the full amount of 
gold is to be delivered to the United 
States Treasury, but the bonds are to 
draw interest from February 1, 1895, to 
be paid quarterly. The contract does 
not state whether the interest is to be 
paid in advance, but as that has often 
Seen the policy of the Government it is 
supposed the 
bondholders will be 


granted this privilege. 


One of the conditions of the contract 


is that about one-half of the gold must 
ome from Europe This accounts for 
the length of time given the bondhold- 
ers to deliver the gold. It gives them 
plenty of time to ship the gold from 
New York to London aud thence back 
to the United States. The gold is al- 
ready drawing interest and the bond- 
holders will suffer no inconvenience 
on account of the voyage. 


AD effort is being made in Congress 


at t he present time, to have the gold 
clause inserted in the 
Government 


bonds, but owing to the long time 
which the bonds run it is feared that, 
possibly, there might be a great bo- 
nanza of gold discovered, which would 
prevent gold from appreciating in value, 
To prevent the bondholders from tak- 
ing any chances it is proposed to insert 
in place of gold, that the bonds must 
be paid ia the best 'and most valuable 
money in use. This would prevent the 
bondholders from taking any risk and 
would help the people to pay the debt 
of tjrutitude which they owe the bond- 
holders for coming to their assistance 
during their hour of peril.

FKED DOUGLASS OlSAIJ, 


Tho Career 
(if 
a 
liemurkable Man. 


WASHINGTON, February 20.—Fredrick 


Douglass, the noted freedmau and or- 
ator, dropped dead at his home in 
Anacosia this evening. 


Douglass died ot heart failure. His 


death was unexpected, for 
he was 


thought to be enjoying the best of 
health. He was chatting with'his wife 
when he fell over unconscious. 
He 


leaves two sons and a daughter, the 
children of his flrst wife. His second 
wife, a white woman, survives him. 
Douglass was born a slave in Maryland 
in 1817, his mother being a negresa and 
his father a white man. At the age of 
teu years he was nent to Baltimore by 
his master, where he learned to read 
and write. In 1838 ho fled from Balti- 
more north and located in New Bed- 
ford, Mass. There he married and sup- 
ported himself as a laboier. 


William Lloyd Garrison aided him to 


obtain an education acd in 1841 he at 
tended tho anti-slavery convention, 
where he made a speech that made a 
profound impression. He was appoint- 
ed agent of the anti-elavery society 
and traveled and lectured for years. 
In 1846 his friends raised a purse of 
$750to purchase his freedom. He pub- 
lished a paper aud wrote a book on 
slavery about this time. In 1870 he 
became the editor of the New National 
Era ut Washington. 


He held u number of political posi- 


tions, among them Becorder of Deeds 
for the District of Columbia, from 
which otlice he was removed by Cleve- 
land in 1336. In 1889 President Harri- 
sou appointed him Minister to Hayti, 
which was the last position he held in 
the service of the Government. He 
was Commissioner for Hayti itt the 
World's Fair. His wealth is estimated 
at between $100,000 and $200,000.

It \v.\a opened, and iu it they saw 
a skeleton in a perfect state of preserva 
tion. From the appearance of the bones 
it must have Iain liiddeu there for a con- 
siderable time—perhaps a couple of cen- 
turies or more. Whether the skeleton be 
that of n lawyer or a client cannot now 
be ascertained, or it may even be an os- 
seous framework which has been used 
in an atomical demonstration to illus- 
trate how much the law can take out ol 
a man. What the skeleton-waa in life 
and how it got into the box in Middle 
Temple hall are mysteries.—London
